As the result of the spreading 
grounds functioning, water levels 
throughout the district are re- 
ported to be higher. Into the 
spreading ground gravels during 
the season 7042 acre feet of water 
was spread on the San Antonio 
cone grounds and 102 acre feet on 
the Thompson creek grounds. In 
wells near the spreading grounds 
the water level is reported to be 
100 feet higher than last year.

Citrus Growers Escape Loss 
As Wind Hits Area— 
Fire Reported 





Uplanders experienced only in- 
convenience in the wind storm that 
in many districts resulted in huge 
losses on Wednesday. 

Citrus fruit in this district is 
very slightly damaged, if at all, J. 
Fred Anderson, horticultural 
agent, said today. At first he de- 
clared there was no damage, but 
he followed this with a statement 
qualifying that “if there is any 

His it is so small it is hardly no- 
ticeable now.” 

| Citrus groves in the Alta Loma- 
| Cucamonga district suffered a lit- 
1 tle more damage than did Upland 
growers and in the district ex- 
tending east of here the loss is re- 
ported to be greater. 

Fire, which resulted indirectly 
| from the high wind of early Wed- 
|mesday morning, destroyed the 
| Piedmont school building, a large 

barn and 14 head of mules in the 
ibarn. The barn and animals were 
the property of the Italian Vine- 
yard Co. The fire started in the 





origin and sparks from the flames 

carried to the barn. Fire had been 
| purning Tuesday in a stove in the 
| school building and it is believed 
| that the wind fanned sparks from 
the stove. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $50,000. 

Broken branches from _ trees 
formed the only evidence of a ter- 
rific wind storm in this district. 

| A shade tree here and there about 
Upland was blown down, but the 
total loss is reported to be very 
slight.
